NORTH  CAROLINA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS 
compiles  current  and  historic  statistics  con- 
cerning agriculture  in  the  State.  Where  possible,  information 
most  often  requested  by  farmers,  the  general  public,  and 
workers  in  government  agencies  are  included. 

Reporting  of  crop  and  livestock  statistics  is  a 
service  rendered  to  farmers  and  others  in  the  State 
by  the  National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  cooperation  with 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Con- 
sumer Services. 

The  collection  and  dissemination  of  agricultural 
statistics  had  its  start  in  1863.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest 
activities  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  It  was  recognized  that  there  were  many  advan- 
tages of  a  joint  relationship  between  the  State  and  Federal 
Governments  in  the  development  of  agricultural  sta- 
tistics. Thus,  in  1919  the  N.C.  Department  of  Agriculture 
entered  into  a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  U.S.  Depart- 


ment of  Agriculture  to  provide  detailed  agricultural 
statistics.  The  agreement  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Ag- 
ricultural Statistics  Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services. 

The  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Statistics  Division 
publishes  official  statistics  on  crops,  livestock,  prices,  and 
various  other  agricultural  items.  The  most  important  reports 
and  the  approximate  dates  of  release  are  shown 
in  the  table  below.  The  reports  marked  with  an  (*)  are  is- 
sued separately  and  are  only  available  at  www.ncagr.com/ 
stats.  All  others  are  included  in  the  semi- 
monthly release  entitled  "Farm  Report".  The  reports  are 
free  for  respondents  providing  information  used  to  com- 
pile the  reports.  Others  are  charged  a  nominal  fee  for 
the  reports,  which  are  available  by  writing  to:  Director,  Ag- 
ricultural Statistics,  P.O.  Box  27767,  Raleigh,  NC  27611  or 
E-mail  at:  ncagstat@ncmail.net.

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North  Carolina  2003  Annual  Weather  and  Climate  Summary 


IV 


I  orth  Carolina  experienced  extreme  weather  conditions  for  the 
second  consecutive  year.  Following  a  year  of  drought  conditions, 
2003  will  be  remembered  for  it's  excessive  precipitation.  Farm- 
ers began  2003  with  less  than  an  inch  deficit  in  precipitation  as 
increased  rainfall  began  reversing  drought  conditions  by  early  fall 
of  2002.  January  brought  continued  precipitation  in  the  form  of 
rain  and  snow  which  negatively  impacted  late  small  grain  seed- 
ings.  By  the  end  of  February,  soil  moisture  was  reported  at  78% 
surplus  and  21%  adequate.  Stream  flows  and  ground  water  levels 
were  near  normal  and  had  recovered  from  the  drought  conditions 
recorded  in  2002.  Drier  conditions  prevailed  from  early  to  mid- 
March,  allowing  saturated  fields  to  dry  and  farmers  to  prepare 
seedbeds  and  topdress  pastures,  hayfields,  and  small  grains.  The 
end  of  March  brought  above  normal  temperatures  with  increased 
precipitation  which  decreased  the  number  of  suitable  days  for  field 
work.  April  was  an  up  and  down  month  for  North  Carolina  farm- 
ers. Favorable  conditions  carried  until  the  second  week  of  April 
when  a  deluge  of  precipitation  fell  across  the  State.  The  mountain 
areas  received  heavy  snow  fall  causing  scattered  power  outages. 
The  amount  of  precipitation  ranged  from  a  little  over  3  inches 
to  almost  6  inches  in  some  areas.  Soil  moisture  levels  jumped  to 
87%  surplus  and  days  suitable  for  field  work  were  reduced  to  less 
than  a  day.  The  wet  conditions  caused  delays  in  tobacco  settings 
and  forced  extra  clipping  and  cooling  of  transplants  to  hold  down 
their  size.  Wet  conditions  also  caused  increased  concern  for  crop 
disease  as  powdery  mildew  appeared  in  some  wheat  fields.  The 
latter  part  of  April  until  mid-May  brought  warmer  temperatures 
and  drier  weather.  Farmers  were  able  to  make  good  progress 
planting  tobacco,  corn,  cotton,  and  vegetables. 

The  weather  pattern  changed  again  in  late  May.  Unstable 
conditions  resulted  in  multiple  rain  events  producing  heavy  ac- 
cumulations of  precipitation.  There  were  isolated  incidents  of 
tobacco  plants  being  washed  out  of  the  ground,  lodged  wheat, 
and  grain  heads  being  stripped  from  the  wheat  stalk.  Saturated 
fields  brought  Spring  planting  to  a  halt  and  fostered  a  prime 
environment  for  disease.  By  the  middle  of  June,  precipitation 
levels  across  the  State  were  ranging  from  1  to  20  inches  above 
normal.  Disease  and  insect  problems  continued  to  be  on  the 
rise.  Almost  every  crop  was  below  the  5-year  planting  average. 
Soybeans  and  sweetpotato  plantings  were  behind  15%  and 
34%,  respectively,  of  their  5-year  averages.  The  end  of  June 


brought  summer  like  weather  and  many  farmers  were  able  to 
replant  some  of  the  crops  lost  to  wet  conditions  in  the  Spring. 
However,  once  again  unstable  weather  patterns  dominated  much 
of  July  with  tropical  storms,  thunderstorms,  and  overall  rainy 
conditions.  Some  crops  were  lost  due  to  additional  precipitation. 
Reports  were  indicating  intense  pest  and  disease  problems  with 
horn  worms  and  blue  mold  in  tobacco  and  army  worms  in  late 
planted  soybeans. 

After  months  of  persistent  wet  conditions,  late  July  and  August 
brought  a  drier  weather  pattern.  Many  crops  were  able  to  rebound 
with  phenological  stages  moving  closer  to  the  5-year  averages. 
Corn  dented,  however,  remained  about  20%  behind  the  5-year 
average.  Drier  conditions  also  fostered  better  crop  maturation 
and  allowed  extensive  access  to  fields.  However,  hurricane  Isa- 
bel made  landfall  midday  on  Thursday,  September  18  bringing 
intense  wind  and  precipitation  ranging  from  2  to  a  little  over  6 
inches.  The  storm  resulted  in  crop  damage  and  caused  power 
outages  hindering  fanners  trying  to  dry  corn,  cure  tobacco,  and 
feed  and  water  livestock.  October  ushered  in  cooler,  drier  weather 
for  much  of  the  State  with  mountain  areas  receiving  their  first 
seasonal  frost  the  first  week  of  the  month.  Scattered  precipitation 
throughout  October  kept  soil  moisture  levels  mostly  adequate. 
The  number  of  days  suitable  for  field  work  were  above  the  past 
few  months,  ranging  from  4.9  to  6.2  days.  This  allowed  farm- 
ers to  make  great  progress  in  harvesting  corn,  sweetpotatoes, 
peanuts,  and  the  3rd  cutting  of  hay.  However,  cotton  defoliation 
was  delayed  due  to  the  cooler,  damp  weather  which  in  turn 
delayed  the  harvest.  Additional  rainfall  during  the  first  couple 
of  weeks  in  November  pushed  the  soil  moisture  level  as  high  as 
23%  surplus.  November  temperatures  varied  as  the  first  week 
was  unseasonably  hot  and  humid,  ranging  from  8  to  1 6  degrees 
above  normal,  but  was  followed  by  record  lows  at  the  end  of  the 
second  week.  Precipitation  continued  to  be  moderate  allowing 
farmers  increased  access  to  the  fields  and  small  grain  plantings 
to  exceed  their  5-year  averages.  Drier  weather  patterns  continued 
from  the  end  of  November  into  December  allowing  tremendous 
progress  in  the  soybean  and  cotton  harvests.  The  2003  crop  year 
ended  with  annual  precipitation  levels  for  much  of  the  State  15 
to  28  inches  above  normal.  North  Carolina  farmers  experienced 
opposite  weather  extremes  during  the  last  two  crop  years  and 
will  be  hoping  for  a  more  "normal"  2004  crop  year.

Total  Fertilizer  Tonnage  Down 


TVe  total  amount  of  fertilizer,  including  lime  and 
gypsum,  shipped  in  North  Carolina  was  down  18% 
from  last  year  to  1.90  million  tons.  Lime  tonnage  in 
2003  decreased  40%  from  878,562  to  529,701  tons. 
Gypsum  shipments,  at  65, 188  tons,  decreased  9%  from 
last  year.  Fertilizer  is  broken  down  into  the  following 
categories:  Dry  Materials,  Mixed  Materials,  Other  Dry 
Materials,  Bagged  Products,  Fluid  Materials,  Mixed 
Fluid  Materials,  and  Other  Fluid  Materials.  Dry  and 
Fluid  Materials  include  any  substance  containing  either 
nitrogen,  phosphorus,  potassium,  or  any  other  recog- 
nized plant  food  element  or  compound  which  is  used 
primarily  for  its  plant  food  content  or  for  compounding 


mixed  fertilizers.  Not  included  in  this  definition  are  all 
types  of  unmanipulated  animal  and  vegetable  manures 
and  mulches  for  which  no  plant  food  content  is  claimed. 
Mixed  Dry  Products  and  Mixed  Fluid  Products  include 
products  resulting  from  the  combination,  mixture,  or 
simultaneous  application  of  two  or  more  fertilizer  materials 
for  use  in,  or  claimed  to  have  value  in  promoting  plant 
growth.  Other  Dry  Products  and  Other  Fluid  Products 
include  micro  nutrient  supplements  and  organic  materi- 
als. Bagged  Products  include  any  fertilizer  product  that 
is  sold  in  package  form.  Total  Dry  Products  account  for 
61  %  of  the  total  fertilizer.  Bagged  Products  account  for 
18%,  and  total  Fluid  Products  account  for  21%.

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2003  North  Carolina  Livestock  Summary 


Cash  Receipts  Rise 

Cash  receipts  from  all  livestock,  dairy,  and  poultry  products 
increased  to  4.2  billion  in  2003,  up  6%  from  2002.  Hog  prices  rose 
in  2003,  increasing  cash  receipts  9%  from  the  previous  year  to 
$1.53  billion.  Broiler  prices  rose  4  cents  per  pound  and  caused 
receipts  to  climb  1 1%  to  $1.51  billion.  Turkey  receipts  decreased 
7%  and  totaled  $398  million.  Chicken  eggs  increased  $13.1 
million  to  $242  million.  Cattle  and  calf  receipts,  at  $220  million, 
were  down  2%.  Receipts  from  milk  were  down  7%  to  $  1 43  million. 
Catfish  sales  rose  sharply  in  2003  to  $6. 1  million,  while  trout  sales 
declined  17%  to  $5.7  million.  Honey  sales  fell  12%  and  totaled 
$836,000. 

Hogs  are  the  number  one  commodity  in  the  state  with  22.2%  of 
total  receipts,  followed  by  broilers  at  21.9%. 

Hog  Cash  Receipts  Up 

Cash  receipts  from  the  marketing  of  North  Carolina  hogs  and 
pigs  increased  9%  to  $1.53  billion  in  2003  as  a  result  of  a  $4.30  per 
cwt  increase  in  the  price  received  by  producers.  The  number  of  hog 
marketings  for  the  year  decreased  4%  to  slightly  less  than  18 
million  head  in  2003.  Pounds  of  pork  marketed  decreased  4%  to 
3.75  billion  pounds. 

Inventory  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  December  1,  2003  totaled  10.0 
million  head,  up  3%  from  2002.  The  inventory  was  3%  below  the 
all  time  high  inventory  of  10.3  million  head  on  September  1,  1998. 
A  crop  of  19.6  million  pigs  was  produced  in  the  state  during  2003, 
down  slightly  from  2002's  record  high.  The  average  litter  size  rose 
slightly  in  2003  to  9.02  pigs.  The  value  of  home  consumption  was 
up  6%  to  $1 .6  million.  About  70%  of  the  states'  hogs  and  pigs  are 
under  contract  compared  to  38%  for  the  nation.  Under  contract 
means  owned  by  large  operators,  but  raised  by  contractees.  Less 
than  5%  of  the  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  state  are  raised  by  independent 
producers. 

Broiler  Production  Down 

Broiler  production  decreased  2%  in  2003  to  4.3  billion  pounds. 
The  number  of  birds  produced,  at  708  million,  was  4%  below 
2002.  Average  weight  was  6.1  pounds  per  bird.  Price  per  pound 
increased  4  cents,  and  income  for  the  state  increased  in  2003  to 
$1.52  billion,  up  1 1%  from  last  year.  Broilers  averaged  35  cents 
per  pound  during  2003. 

Turkey  Numbers  Decline 

North  Carolina  turkey  production  in  2003  declined  5%  from 
the  previous  year  to  1.1  billion  pounds.  The  number  of  turkeys 
raised  fell  to  42.5  million  in  2003,  down  7%  from  last  year.  The 
turkey  price  dropped  lcent  per  pound  to  36  cents,  and  cash 
receipts  decreased  to  $398  million,  7%  below  2002. 

Egg  Receipts  Up 

The  value  of  chicken  egg  production  in  North  Carolina 
increased  6%  in  2003  to  $242  million.  Price  per  dozen,  including 
hatching  eggs,  was  up  6%  from  the  previous  year  to  $1.15  .  The 
number  of  eggs  produced  increased  slightly  to  2.5  billion.  The 
state  ranks  tenth  nationally  in  the  value  of  egg  production. 


Milk  Receipts  Decline 

During  2003,  cash  receipts  from  marketing  of  milk  and  cream 
produced  in  North  Carolina  dropped  7%  from  2002  to  $143  million. 
Producer  returns  averaged  $13.90  per  hundredweight,  1%  above 
2002. 

Milk  cow  numbers  declined  5%  to  an  average  of  60,500  head, 
reducing  overall  milk  production  8%  in  2003  to  1 .04  billion  pounds. 
Output  per  cow  fell  4%  to  17,115  pounds  in  2003  compared  with 
1 7,766  a  year  earlier. 

Cattle  and  Calf  Cash  Receipts  Down 

Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  totaled  $220  million,  down 
2%  from  2002.  Cattle  and  calf  prices  per  cwt.  were  $65.70  and 
$86.70  respectively.  The  value  of  home  consumption  increased  10% 
in  2003  to  $10.4  million. 

Total  cattle  and  calf  marketings  totaled  313  million  pounds  in 
2003,  down  10%  from  the  previous  year.  Cattle  marketings 
decreased  1 1%  from  2002,  while  calf  marketings  dropped  13%.  Calf 
births  totaled  420,000  head,  down  5%  from  the  previous  year. 
Inventory  of  cattle  and  calves  in  North  Carolina  as  of  January  1, 
2003,  at  900,000  head,  was  down  5%  the  previous  year.  The  end  of 
the  year  estimate,  on  January  1,  2004  dropped  to  880,000  head. 

Catfish  Sales  Higher 

Commercial  catfish  growers  in  North  Carolina  had  sales  of  $6.1 
million  in  2003,  up  nearly  double  from  the  $3.1  million  the  previous 
year.  The  water  surface  area  used  for  the  2003  catfish  production 
totaled  2, 1 00  acres,  up  400  acres  from  the  previous  year.  Ninety  nine 
percent  of  foodsize  catfish  sales  went  to  processors,  with  the 
remainder  going  to  recreational  and  other  outlets.  The  average  price 
received  for  foodsize  catfish  in  North  Carolina  was  61  cents  per 
pound,  up  2  cents  from  the  previous  year's  average  and  4  cents  above 
the  national  average.  North  Carolina  producers  received  more  per 
pound  for  their  fish  than  producers  in  the  leading  states  of 
Mississippi,  Alabama  and  Arkansas.  The  Tar  Heel  state  ranks  sixth 
nationally  in  total  sales. 

Trout  Sales  Lower 

North  Carolina's  commercial  trout  growers  sold  4.4  million 
pounds  of  trout  in  2003  with  a  value  of  sales  totaling  $5.7  million, 
down  17%  from  the  previous  year.  The  state  ranks  second  in  the 
nation  in  trout  sales  behind  Idaho. 

Trout  12  inches  and  longer  value  of  sales  decreased  21%  to  $5.0 
million  and  averaged  $1 .22  per  pound,  compared  to  $1 .38  a  year  ago. 
Pounds  sold  were  4. 1  million,  down  1 1%  from  a  year  earlier.  Sales 
to  processors  accounted  for  82%  of  12  inches  and  longer  sales,  with 
8%  going  direct  to  consumers,  3%  to  restaurants  and  retail  outlets, 
while  the  remaining  7%  went  to  live  haulers,  other  producers,  and  fee 
and  recreational  fishing.  Trout  losses  totaled  206,000  pounds  for  the 
year  with  36%  lost  to  disease,  37%  to  predators,  1 6%  to  flood,  and  the 
balance  to  thefts,  drought,  and  other  causes. 

Honey  Production  Down 

Commercial  honey  producers  in  North  Carolina  with  five  or  more 
colonies  produced  440,000  pounds  of  honey  in  2003,  down  35% 
from  a  year  ago.  The  estimated  1 0,000  colonies  was  down  37%  from 
a  year  earlier.  Yield  per  colony  averaged  44  pounds,  up  2  pounds 
from  2002.  Average  price  for  the  2003  crop,  at  $1 .90  per  pound,  was 
up  49  cents  from  a  year  earlier.  The  value  of  commercial  honey 
production  totaled  $836,000,  down  12%  from  2002.

2003  North  Carolina  Crop  Summary 


Tobacco  Acreage  and  Yields  Lower 

The  2003  North  Carolina  flue-cured  crop  suffered  due  to 
excess  moisture  throughout  the  growing  season.  Production,  at 
293  million  pounds,  was  13%  below  last  year.  Yield  was  also 
down  with  growers  averaging  1,902  pounds  per  acre,  187  pounds 
less  than  last  year.  Harvested  area,  estimated  at  1 54,000  acres,  was 
8,000  acres  less  than  2002.  The  value  of  the  flue-cured  crop  totaled 
$543  million,  down  12%  from  2002. 

The  average  yield  for  the  2003  North  Carolina  burley  tobacco 
crop  was  estimated  at  1 ,250  pounds  per  acre,  250  pounds  less  than 
the  yield  for  2002.  Production  was  estimated  at  7.1  million 
pounds,  a  25%  decrease  from  2002.  Harvested  area,  at  5,700  acres, 
was  600  acres  less  than  2002.  Burley  growers,  like  flue-cured 
tobacco  growers,  saw  their  yields  drop  due  to  excess  moisture  all 
season  long.  The  value  of  the  burley  crop,  at  $14  million,  was  25% 
below  2002. 

Cotton  Crop  Up  Dramatically 

Despite  harvesting  150,000  acres  less  than  last  year,  North 
Carolina's  cotton  growers  produced  over  a  million  bales,  29% 
more  than  in  2002.  The  average  yield  of  646  pounds  per  acre  was 
up  dramatically  from  2002's  drought  reduced  yield  of  42 1  pounds 
per  acre.  A  total  of  810,000  acres  of  cotton  were  planted  in  2003 
with  770,000  harvested.  Most  of  the  abandoned  acreage  was  due 
to  heavy  rains  at  planting  time.  The  preliminary  value  of  the  2003 
cotton  crop  was  $322  million,  the  third  largest  in  history. 

Soybean  Crop  Value  Largest  Ever 

North  Carolina  farmers  planted  1.45  million  acres  of  soybeans 
in  2003,  the  largest  acreage  since  1 .475  million  acres  were  planted 
in  1998.  Production  totaled  42.0  million  bushels,  36%  more  than 
2002.  The  average  yield  increased  from  24  bushels  in  2002  to  30 
in  2003.  North  Carolina's  2003  soybean  crop  was  valued  at  a 
record  $3 1 1  million. 

Corn  Crop  Rebounds 

Corn  for  grain  production  in  the  State  totaled  72.1  million 
bushels  in  2003,  up  28%  from  2002's  drought-reduced  crop. 
Harvested  acreage  was  unchanged  from  2002  at  680,000, 
however,  yield  per  acre  increased  from  83  bushels  in  2002  to  106 
bushels  per  acre  in  2003.  Due  to  an  increased  production,  the  total 
value  of  the  crop  increased  from  $163  million  in  2002  to  $195 
million  in  2003.  Acreage  harvested  for  silage  was  down 
significantly  from  75,000  in  2002  to  55,000  in  2003.  Silage 
production  totaled  880,000  tons,  down  2%  from  2002. 

Peanut  Production  Up 

Excellent  moisture  levels  throughout  the  growing  season  and 
excellent  Indian  Summer  weather  for  the  harvest  season  combined 
to  increase  peanut  yields  and  production  in  2003.  Production,  at 
320  million  pounds,  was  an  astounding  52%  increase  from  last 
year.  Peanut  yield  averaged  3,200  pounds  per  acre,  1,100  pounds 
more  than  a  year  ago.  Harvested  area  remained  the  same  as  last 
year  at  1 00,000  acres. 

Wheat  Production  Down 

North  Carolina's  2003  harvested  wheat  acreage  decreased  5% 
from  last  year  to  4 1 0,000.  Yields  also  decreased  to  36  bushels  per 
acre  from  42  bushels  in  2002.  Production,  at  14.8  million  bushels, 
was  1 8%  below  a  year  ago.  Total  value  of  the  wheat  crop  decreased 
to  $42.8  million,  14%  below  last  year. 


Sweetpotato  Production  Up 

Sweetpotato  production  in  2003  totaled  588  million  pounds,  up 
22%  from  2002.  Harvested  area,  at  42,000  acres,  was  up  5,000 
acres  from  a  year  earlier.  Average  yield  per  acre  was  estimated  at 
1 4,000  pounds,  up  1 ,000  pounds  from  a  year  ago.  The  sweetpotato 
crop  is  valued  at  $85.3  million,  up  27%  from  2002. 

Irish  Potato  Value  Down 

The  production  of  Irish  potatoes  in  North  Carolina  decreased 
18%  in  2003  to  298  million  pounds.  The  average  yield  of  17,500 
pounds  per  acre  increased  500  pounds  from  a  year  ago.  Harvested 
acres,  at  17,000,  were  down  1 1%  from  2002.  Value  of  production, 
at  $17.4  million,  decreased  35%  from  the  2002  crop. 

Value  of  Blueberries  up, 
Apple  and  Peaches  Down 

North  Carolina  blueberry  growers  had  an  excellent  year  in 
2003,  achieving  a  record  high  total  production  of  22.5  million 
pounds,  45%  more  than  last  year's  crop.  Area  harvested  in  2003,  at 
4,200  acres,  was  up  500  acres  from  a  year  earlier.  Yield  per 
harvested  acre  averaged  5,360  pounds  compared  to  4,190  in  2002. 
The  value  of  production  for  the  2003  crop  totaled  $34.8  million 
compared  to  $22.5  million  last  year. 

Commercial  2003  total  apple  production  in  the  Tar  Heel  State, 
at  135  million  pounds,  decreased  16%  from  the  previous  year's 
160  million  pounds.  Utilized  production,  or  the  actual  amount  of 
apples  that  were  harvested,  was  130  million  pounds,  down  16% 
from  last  year.  Average  price  was  13.2  cents  per  pound,  which 
translates  to  a  total  value  of  production  of  $17.1  million. 

North  Carolina  peach  production  in  2003  totaled  6  million 
pounds  compared  to  1 0  million  last  year.  Acres  of  bearing  age  trees 
totaled  1,200  in  2003,  unchanged  from  2002.  The  crop  is  valued  at 
$2.4  million,  down  31%  from  2002's  of  $3.5  million. 

Vegetable  Production  Decreases 

North  Carolina  production  of  processed  cucumbers  totaled 
80,000  tons,  1%  less  than  the  2002  production.  The  value  of  the 
crop,  placed  at  $23.6  million,  was  1%  more  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
value  of  fresh  market  vegetables  was  estimated  at  $  1 25  million  in 
2003,  down  2%  from  2002.  Fresh  market  cucumber  production 
totaled  78.0  million  pounds,  down  3%  from  a  year  earlier.  Value  of 
production  totaled  $13.3  million,  up  10%  from  2002.  Tomato 
growers  produced  89.6  million  pounds  of  tomatoes,  1  %  more  than 
2002.  The  value  of  the  crop  was  estimated  at  $26.9  million 
compared  to  $24.1  million  a  year  ago.  All  cabbage  production 
totaled  166  million  pounds,  6%  less  than  2002.  The  value  of  the 
crop  was  placed  at  $18.2  million  compared  to  $15.8  million  in 
2002.  Strawberry  farmers  produced  17.0  million  pounds  of 
strawberries  in  2003,  down  24%  from  the  previous  year.  The  value 
of  the  crop  was  estimated  at  $15.3  million,  $3.8  million  below  a 
year  ago.  Sweet  corn  production,  at  82.0  million  pounds,  was 
valued  at  $13.1  million  compared  to  $1 1.3  million  in  2002.  Bell 
pepper  production  was  estimated  at  50.0  million  pounds,  23% 
below  2002.  The  crop  was  valued  at  $12.5  million,  13%  less  than 
last  year.  Snap  bean  production  was  estimated  at  31.0  million 
pounds,  down  15%  from  last  year.  The  value  of  production,  at 
$10.9  million,  was  compared  to  $1 1.0  million  the  previous  year. 
The  value  of  squash  totaled  $8.4  million  and  was  down  1 8%  from 
2002.  Production,  at  28. 1  million  pounds,  was  down  26%  from  the 
previous  year.  Producers  harvested  97.5  million  pounds  of 
watermelons,  which  were  valued  at  $6.8  million,  28%  less  than 
2002.

North  Carolina  Floriculture  Crops  Value  Up,  United  States  Down 


The  total  2003  wholesale  value  of  all  floriculture  crops  for 
North  Carolina  producers  with  $10,000  or  more  in  sales  is  esti- 
mated at  $165  million,  up  4%  from  2002.  North  Carolina  sales 
rank  8th  in  the  nation  behind  California,  Florida,  Michigan.  Texas, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio.  A  total  of  368  growers  re- 
ported 20  million  square  feet  of  covered  area  and  509  acres  of 
outdoor  production.  Only  growers  with  sales  of  $100,000  or  more 
were  surveyed  for  selected  floriculture  crops.  The  wholesale  value 
of  the  selected  floriculture  crops  surveyed  with  $100,000  or  more 
sales  totaled  $156  million  in  2003,  up  5%  from  2002.  The  text 
below  and  table  is  based  upon  139  growers  with  $100,000  or 
more  in  sales. 

BEDDING/GARDEN  PLANTS  account  for  $74.1  million  of 
the  overall  sales  compared  with  the  2002  value  of  $73.3  million. 
Flats  of  bedding  plants  totaled  $35.2  million,  down  8%  from  2002. 
Potted  bedding  plant  sales  increased  17%  in  2003,  totaling  $23.2 
million.  Flowering  hanging  baskets  sales  were  up  2%,  at  $15.7 
million. 

POTTED  FLOWERING  PLANTS  account  for  $42.8  million 
of  the  total  wholesale  value,  up  5%  from  the  2002  value.  Poin- 
settias  led  this  category  with  $18.4  million  generated  from  6.0 
million  pots  of  all  sizes.  Potted  chrysanthemums  were  also  up  in 


2003  with  an  equivalent  wholesale  value  of  $4.1  million  from  1.5 
million  pots.  Potted  florist  azaleas  and  Easter  lilies  generated 
$1.7  million  in  sales. 

HERBACEOUS  PERENNIAL  PLANTS  account  for  $25.4 
million  of  the  total  wholesale  value,  up  12%  from  2002.  Potted 
hardy/garden  chrysanthemums  led  this  category  with  $14.7  mil- 
lion generated  from  10.5  million  pots  of  all  sizes.  Other  herba- 
ceous plants  sales  were  up  slightly,  at  $10.7  million. 

FOLIAGE  HANGING  BASKETS  AND  POTTED  FOLIAGE 
had  an  equivalent  wholesale  value  of  $7.5  million  in  2003,  29% 
more  than  2002.  The  value  of  foliage  hanging  baskets  increased 
28%  to  $4.7  million.  The  wholesale  value  of  sales  for  potted  foli- 
age in  2003  was  $2.8  million,  compared  to  last  year's  $2.1  million. 

CUT  FLOWER  sales,  at  $3.17  million,  decreased  1%  from 
$3.20  million  in  2002. 

The  wholesale  value  of  2003  floriculture  crops  in  the  United 
States  was  down  1%  from  the  revised  2002  valuation.  The  total 
crop  value  at  wholesale  for  all  growers  with  $10,000  or  more 
sales  is  estimated  at  $5.16  billion  for  2003,  compared  with  $5.21 
billion  for  2002.  Forty  percent  of  all  growers  exceeded  $100,000 
in  sales,  and  account  for  94%  of  the  total  value,  at  $4.85  billion.

The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services,  in  cooperation  with  the  Unites  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
publishes  annual  county  statistics  for  selected  crops,  livestock,  poultry,  dairy,  and  cash  receipts.  Census  of  Agriculture  statistics  are 
published  every  five  years.  Counties  harvesting  less  than  20  acres  of  tobacco,  100  acres  of  peanuts  and  200  acres  of  all  other  crops  were 
not  published  and  are  designated  by  an  asterisk  (*).  Also  not  published  were  counties  with  fewer  than  1 ,000  hogs,  or  500  total  cattle,  200  beef 
or  milk  cows,  500,000  broilers  or  turkeys,  or  100,000  other  chickens. 
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
